Lighting Pathways 


to the Future 


How did over 250 students decide on which 
college to attend? Visiting each of the schools 
under consideration was one technique. And, 
attending city wide college fairs was another 
way. 

Seniors were invited to attend college fairs 
held at Barringer and other colleges in New 
Jersey. With the help of their guidance coun- 
selors, and other faculty members, students 
had the opportunity to acquire information, 
applications, and dates of open houses from a 
variety of schools, and use this data to their 
benefit. 

Rutgers University, Seton Hall, Monmouth 
College and Kean College were among the 35 
New Jersey universities and colleges repre- 
sented at these fairs. It was a chance for stu- 
dents to not only ask questions in reference to 
the colleges, but for college representatives to 
meet prospective college bound seniors. 

Choosing a college may have been one of 
the toughest decisions seniors faced, but ap- 
plying was not any easier. After selecting col- 
leges, came the actual application process. 
Some seniors, with the aid of the guidance 
counselors, were able to complete forms in less 
than 30 minutes. But the work didn't stop 
there. Scholastic Aptitude Test scores had to 
be mailed, and we must not forget the most 
important factor in the application- the col- 
lege essay.
